GOVERNMENT IN A POSITION TO 
KEEP THEM IN CHECK. 

Its Centralized Power So Great That 

Remedies for Abuses of Prerogatives 

by Private Corporations May Be Ap- 
plied With Comparative Ease. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

AUSTIN (rex) Oct. 28. [Exclusive 
Dispatch. The trusts are rapidly 
gaining a fvothold in Mexico, and there 
has been, up to this time, no protest 
on the part of the people, nor direct of- 
ficial interference by the. government. 
The centralized power of the Mexican 
government is so great that the mo- 
ment trusts or mergers threaten, or 
are placed in a positioh whereby they 
might do harm to the general wel- 
fare, an immediate check can be put 
on them. An instance of this kind oc- 
curred only recently, when the govern- 
ment, finding that E. H. Harriman 
and associates, who own the Mexican 
National and Mexican International 
Railroads, in Mexico, were negotiating 
for the purchare of the Mexican Inter- 
Oceanic, stepped in and acquired a 
controlling interest in the road. The 
Guggenheim Exploration Company, 
the Mexican branch of the American 
Smelting and Refining Company, owns 
practically all of the smelters in that 
country. 

The -firet real railway merger in 
which Mexican capital is interested ex- 
clusively, has just been consummated 
in the State of Yucatan by the or- 
ganization of the Consolidated Rail- 
road, which has taken over all the 
principal railroads on the pennisula. 

The price of Henequin fiber has been 
controlled for several years by an or- 
ganization of Henequin planters of 
the State of Yucatan.

Murders Wife Before 
Her Children. 

Frank Seppi Commits 
Awful Crime. 

Quarrel and a Bioody Tragedy 


in Prosperous Home 
at Artesia. 


In a fit of rage after a violent family 
quarrel, Frank Seppi, a well-to-do 
rancher, aged 55 years, shot and in- 
stantly killed his wife, ten years his 
at their home near Artesia, 
twenty miles from Los Angeles, and 
three miles from the Orange county 
line, at 6 o'clock last evening. The 
murderer was brought to Los Angeles 
at midnight by Constable John F. 
oe and lodged in the County 
a 

About 6:20 o ‘clock Senni's eldest son, 
aged 14, appeared at Freeman's house 
and told him that his father had shot 
his mother, and asked him to come 
quickly for fear that he would kill the 
othér two children. Freeman rushed 
over, and found that A. W. Ellis, a 
neighbor, who lives nearer than he, had 
preceded him, and had taken Seppi 
into custody, while Mrs. Ellis was tak- 
ing care of the children. Seppi offered 
no resistance when Freeman arrested 
him, nor would he answer any of the 
Officer's questions. From the children, 
who had witnessed the killing of their 
mother, a tragedy which will — 
render them doubly orphans, — 
learned the horrible story. 

After the evening meal the father and 
mother had a violent quarrel. 
cause the children do not know, but It 
was over a trivial domestic matter. It 
was intimated, that both the husband 
and wife had been drinking. They con- 
tinued the quarrel after Mrs. Seppi had 
cleared away the dishes. She then 
went into the' bedroom of their four- 

room house and her husband followed 
oe Standing beside the bed she 
threw open her waist at the breast and 
tit yo da: 16 

“Shoo 00 you are going 
shoot; shoot now.’ 

SHOT THROUGH HEART. 

Without an instant’s hesitation Seppi 
drew a revolver and fired one shot, the 
range being so close that the woman's 
clothing was burned by the powder. 
She fell dead, — bullet having 
through the hear When their mother 
fell, the two boys aged 
respectively 16 and 14, and a girl of 12, 
ran out of the house, fearing that their 
father would turn the weapon upon 
them. He did not attempt to do 04 
but, placing the pistol in his pocket, he 
walked out, and when Ellis arrived 
in response to the alarm given by 
Seppi's eldest son, he found the mur- 
a 

Ellis asked Sepp! what he had done, 
but received no reply. To Constable 
Freeman Seppi would not talk at all. 
Mrs. Ellis, who accompanied her hus- 
band, was the first to find the body of 


the murdered woman. en Freeman 
produced his handcuffs, Seppl broke 
the silence by saying: 

“Don't handcuff me, Freeman; I'll 
‘go with you. I'll take my ne 
even if it costs me my life.” 

He was taken to Norwalk, where 


Justice E. P. Truett was informed of 
the murder. Freeman swore out a 
warrant for murder against Seppi, and 
the justice ordered him brought at once 
to Los Angeles and placed in jail. The 
officer arrived with his prisoner at 
midnight. Seppi was seen by a Times 
reporter, and asked for a statement. 
NOTHING TO SAY. 

1 will say nothing at all. I under- 
stand what you want, and I thank 
you, but I will say nothing at all.” 

As he was led away he asked the 
jailer to take care of $90 which he had 
in his pecket, and then bidding Free- 
‘man a cheerful good night, he walke! 
to his cell. He expressed no regret for 
what he had done, and not once during 
the long drive to this city did he men- 
tion the tragedy. He refused every re- 
quest Freeman made of him for a state. 
ment as to why he killed his wife, but 
on other subjects he talked volubly. 

The Seppi family lived on a Well-im- 

ved forty-acre ranch, near Arte sia. 
They have about twenty fine cows, 
and Seppi made money selling mik to 
the condenser at Buena Park, his 
monthly receipts from that source alon> 
being upward of 3150. He made a com- 
fortable living off other products of his 
ranch. He is said to possess a falr- 
sized bank account. He is an Austrian 
and his wife was an Italian. July 20 
1901, Seppi attacked his wife with 
a shovel and destroyed the sight of one 
of her eyes. He was arrested for this 
crime and permitted to plead guilty t 
simple assault, and was fined 00. 
which he paid. Since then the couple 
had had frequent quarrels. 

VIOLENT TEMPER, 


Constable Freeman stated last night 
that Sepp! was a man who always paid 
his debts promptly, and in that part of 


the county he has been regarded as a 


good citizen. He possestes a violent 
temper, although when not angry he 
is said to be a peaceable man.

Just a word additional about the 
bond election to be held today. Citi- 
zens should not allow the State elec- 


| tion, which will de held on Tuesday 


next, November 4, nor the municipal 
election, to be held December 1, to 
distract their attention from the - 
sues involved in today’s election. 
These issues are in many respects of 
more importance to the people of Ics 
Angeles than those involved in either 
of the other elections... Every tax- 


ested in the proposition to bond the 
city for $2,180,000 for certain improve- 
ments. These bonds, if they be au- 
thor'zed by popular vote, will bind the 
city for a period of forty years. It is 
evident, therefore, that the obligation 
should not be entered upon without 
In the first place, as The Times 
already pointed out, there should be 
a full and free expression of public 
opinion, manifesting itself in a large 
vote. The importance of the questions 
to be decided demands this. Advocates 
of the proposed bond issue who. fall 
to vote will have no just groynd for 
complaint if the bonds should be de- 
feated. Opponents of the bonds, 
should the proposition carry by rea- 
son of a light adverse vote, can blame 
nothing but their own apathy for that 
result. If we can have a full vote, 


able 


the public verdict will have been duly 


‘ recorded, and it will become the duty 


of all to submit to the decision with 
good grace. 

The fact should be borne in mind 
that under the law a two-thirds affirm- 
ative vote will be required to carry the 
bonds; also that each of the several 
proposiuons is to be voted upon sep- 
arately.

PINK PROCEEDINGS. 


Out of the cold gray fog that en- 
veloped the city yesterday morning 
there emerged a pair of delicate 
pink whiskers which |. imparted a 
roseate glow to the Democratic counte- 
nances that illuminated Turnverein 
Hall. Even some of the red Democratic 
noses took on a ruddier hue as those 
whiskers dispelled the gloom. -

It is hard for a Democratic conven- 
tion to divorce itself from a perennial 
candidate even when he wears pink 
whiskers. The Democratic National 
Convention had to trot out Grover 
Cleveland three times and William Jen- 
nings Bryan twice, before being con- 
vinced that the country had enough of 
them; and now the pink whiskers must 
be paraded for the fourth time de- 
fore the Los Angeles City Democratic 
Convention can grasp the idea that 
there ie such a thing as too much 
Snyder. 

The friends of L. G. im- 
agined that he was in the ng for 
the Mayoralty nomination, were disil- 
lusionea before the convention was 
called to order. Up to the assembling 
of the delegates barker and his lieu- 
tenants claimed to have enough votes 
pledged to assure his nomination. The 
Seventh Ward delegation of ninety- 
three delegates was counted in the 
Parkef column as late as Monday night, 
although Mayor Snyder and his henche 
men scouted such pretentions as being 
too ridiculous for serious consideration. 
The developments of the first few hours 
of the convention morn showed how 
foolishly the Parkerites had counted 
their chickens before they were hatch- 
ed, and how little cause the wearer of 
the pink whiskers had for alarm. 

The Seventh Ward delegation got 
together before the convention was 
called to order and decided to vote as 
aunit on all questions coming before 
the convention. There was but a small 
minority opposed to the unite rule, and 
this handful of dissenters gracefully 
succumbed to the inevitable. It was 
then proposed to take a test vote on 
the delegatlon's choice for chairman 
of the convention. This resulted in an 
overwhelming majority for Dr. D. W. 
Edelman, Mayor Snyder's recognised 
candidate for the place, and Edelman 
was declared to de the unanimous 
choice of the delegation. This meant 
a solid block of ninety-three votes for 
Snyder in the Mayoralty contest, and 
it was then that idate Parker 
tirew up his hands. He and his man- 
= peer figured that with the Seventh 

ard delegation eliminated from his 
support, he would be at least seventy- 
five or eighty votes short of having 
enough to nominate him, even if ali the 
other votes pledged or counted for him 
should de cast in his favor. 

After the result of the Seventh Ward 
caucus became known, overtures for 
a compromise were made to Mayor 
Snyder. Tom MeCaffery, the Southern 
Pacific train dispatcher and political 
wire puller, who had been one of the 
most active opponents of the Mayor, 
was one of the first to run up the white 
flag. He sidetracked the Parker train 
in order to give the pink whiskers full 
right of way, and took a Savage de- 
light in doing so, because he 282 
put a fly in the ointment of Maj. W. 
R. Burke and Nathan Cole. Burke, 
Cole and McCaffery all mutually de- 
spise one another, but were found work- 
ing shoulder to shoulder against the 
renomination of Mayor Snyder, and in 
favor of Parker. When McCaffery saw 
that his favorite could not win, he was 
quick to renew his allegiance to Snyder, 
s0 as to claim some of the credit for his 
nomination and to add to the chagrin. 
of his dearest foes, Burke and Cole.

From the orranizeticn of the church 
April 6, 1830, to the death of Joseph and 
Hyrum Smith. June 27. 1844. was a 
period of but littic over fourtcen years. 
During this period of time the church 
existed under this monogamie rule, end 
up to the date of their death no other 
rule of faith or practice was known to 
the church. The monogamic marriage 
law, first published in 1835, in the book 
of discipline, was incorporated in every 
successive edition of that work until 
the year 1876. both those blished in 
America and those publifiied in En- 
gland, before and after death of 
Joseph Smith. and it was not until the 
fall of 1876 that this monogamic decia- 
ration of faith was stricken from this 
book of discipline, by order of Presi- 
dent Brigham Young, and a supposed 
copy of a revelation, purported to have 
been given to the church through 
＋ Smith in 1845, was inserted in 
its place. 


NEW DOCTRINE INTRODUCED. 
No public presentation or acknow!l- 
edgment of the dogma of plurat mar- 
\Tilage was ever attempted or made 
until August 29, 1852, eight years and 
two months after the death of Joseph 
and Hyrum Smith, and this was done 
at a special conference held in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, at the 4 of 
President Brigham Young. At this 
conference, Orson Pratt. one of 
chief apostles of the Utah church, 


made the first biic presen 
defense of the 


following words: 

“It is quite unexpected to me, breth- 
ren and sisters, to be called upon to ad- 
dress you upon the principle which has 
| been named—namely, a plurality of 
| wave, It is rather new ground for 

me: that is, I have not been in the 
habit of publicly speaking upon this 
subject, consequently we shall have to 
break up new ground.”—{Journal of 

Discourses, volume 1, pages 53 and 54. 

When President Brigham Young pre- 
sented this document he did so, stat- 
ing that it was a copy which had been 
in his. private possession and subject 
to his control, and of the existence 
of which no one was aware besides 
himself and those to whom he may 
have seen fit to show it. In attempt- 
ing to account for its a he 
stated that the original had 
burned by the wife of Joseph Smith 
the prophet, but the wife of the 
prophet distinctly affirmed until the 
day of her death in April, 1879, that 
she never saw, read or heard read or 
had in her possession or burned such 
a document. As to the rectitude and 
honor of the wife of the prophet, there 
can be no question. . 

The foregoing, together with the fact 
that there was not upon any pa- 
per or journal or organ of the church 
or any tract or printed sermon or 
article written or published during the 
lifetime of Joseph and Hyrum 8 
in which the dogma and practice of 
polygamy or plural marriage was pre- 
sented, taught or defended. and the 
further fact that both Joseph and Hy- 
rum Smith are on record as denounc- 
ing anything ot the kind as late as the 
epring of 1844, just prior to their 
deaths, is evidence conclusive that the 
dogma and practice had no piace in 
the church by virtue of introduction 
or sanction from them. To this may 
be added what is to reasoning and 
practical men an almost indisputable 
argument: No children were born to 
Joseph Smith or Hyrum Smith in plural 
marriage or polygamy. 

BIBLE RULE PREVAILED. 

As an additional line of evidence 
as to the rule of marriage being monog- 
amic in the church at the time of its 
organization and subsequently up to 
the death of Joseph and Hyrum Smith, 
the following may be of value: 

“Thou shalt take the things which 
thou hast received, which have been 
given unto thee in my scriptures for 
a law, to be my law, to govern my 


to these things shall be saved, and 
he that doeth them not shall be damned 
if he continues.""—[Doctrine and Cove- 
nants, xili, 16. 

This revelation or commandment 
was given to the church in February. 
1831. and the scriptures which they 
had at that time were the Bible, King 
James's version and the Book of 
Mormo>. The rule of marr as 
given in Genesis li, 24, Matthew xix. 
5-8, and Mark x, 6-9, was simply and 
purely monogamic, as but one com- 
panion in wedlock at a time was con- 
templated in the scriptures thus cited. 
It is also a fact that in the countries 
where the Latter Day Saints have 
made effort to propagandize ard hund 
up churches the equality of the sexes 
has been marked, there being in the 
United States and territories where 
they have had the most success and 
the largest organizatior an excess of 
men over women at marrlaggable ages 
—that is, between the ages of 18 
and 39. 

As late as February, 1844. the offictal 
organ of the church at Nauvoo, III., 
the Times and Sqasons, contained this 
notice: 

“Notice—As we have lately deen 
eredibiy informed that an elder of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, by the name of Hiram Brown. 
has been preaching polygamy and

PROPHET'’S WIF EHS TESTIMONY. 

In corroboration, Emma Smith, the 
wife of the prophet, made the follow- 
ing statements in reference to the prac- 
tice of plural marriage: 

“There was no revelation on either 
polygamy or spiritual wives. 

“No such thing as polygamy or spir- 
itual wifery was taught. publicly or 
privately, before my husband's death 
that I have now or ever had any knowl- 
edge of. 

“T know that he had no other wife 
or wives than myself, either spiritual 
or otherwise.“

YOUNG FORCED IT ON CHURCH. 

It was a part of the uwritten law of 
the church that documents purporting 
to be revelations could not become b ni. 
ing upon the church and be accepted 
as rule of law to govern the church un- 
ti! such revelations had paseed crit- 
ical examinations before the leading 
quorums of the church, and if sucece®- 
fully passed upon and indorsed by the 
several quorums, they then passed to 
the general assembly for appreval or 
disapproval, under the law of common 
consent.” There is no evidence upon 
record that has been accessible to the 

writer that the purported revelation 
resented by President Young August 

, 1852, was ever at any time presented 

to the respective quorums of the church, 
or ever acted upon by any assembly or 
public mecting of the church as a dec- 
ument for approval or disapproval. No 
action of the body to which it was pre- 
sented in 1252 was either had or asked 
by President Young. He simply 
presented it with the boastful statement

JOSEPH SMITH VINDICATED. 

The foregoing shows clearly the time 
when the dogma and practice of plural 
marriage or polygamy, became a part of 
the tenets of the so-cal Mormon 
ue William Hepworth Dixon, in 
his rk, “New America,” writing of 
his visit to Utah, states as follows:

Joseph and Hyrum Smith were lead- 
ers in an active effort at spreading the 
new faith, together with their associ- 
ates, and were successful in building up 
a church which at their death is said to 
have numbe 150,000 communicants, 
and that without the dogma or practice 
of plural marriage. Of this estimated 
number not above 10,000 to 15,000 mi- 
grated immediately to Utah, the re- 
mainder scattering in different parts of 
the States, repudiating the new ghilos. 
ophy and 13 rule and au- 
thority of Brigham Young. After the 
introduction and public presentation of 
polygamy, there ensued an almost 
wholesale apostasy and abandoament Of 
the church, both in the United States 
and Europe. It is estimated that some 
15,000 left the church in one yeur. Dur.

practice in Utah, there was almost a 
cessation of propagandizing e Horte in 
the United States, especialy, und in 
many parte of Europe.

WATER CACTUS. Many a traveler 
in desert lands, when in danger of dv. 
ing from thirst, has been saved by the 
plant known as the water or fishbook 
cactus. During the moist season it 
stores up a large quantity of water for 
the subseguent dry one, when all the 
ground is parched with heat, and only 
channels filled with stones mark the 
course of former rivulets. 8o well has 
‘this cactus provided for the safety of 
its precious liquid that it is no easy 
task to obtain it. The exterior skin is 
more impenetrable than the toughest 
eather, and, besides, it is protected with 
long. wiry spines curved into hooks at 
the end, yet so strong and springy that 
if a large rock be thrown against them 
they remain uninjured. If the spines 
be burned off. one may by long and 
tedious effort, cut thro the rind 
with a stout knife; otherwise nothing 
but an ax will enable him to get at 
the Interior of this well-armored plant. 
When the top Is removed and a hollow 
made by scooping out some of the soft 
inner part, it immediately fills ‘with 


upon the tough skin above it all day. 
The water. whefi first obtained, has a 
whitish or smoky tint, but when set- 
tled is as clear as crystal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Confirma- 
tion of the news of the surrender of 
Gen. Uribe-Uribe was contained in the 
following dispatch received at the Co- 
lombian Legation here tonight: 

“PANAMA, Oct. 28.—Uribe-Uribe and 
Castillo surrendered at La Cienega 
with a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition.“ 


The legation officials declare that 
with the surrender of Uribe-Uribe the 
life of the rebellion in the interior of 
Colombia has received its death biow, 
and that the compiete pacification ot 
that portion of the country must inev- 
itably follow. He was, they say, the ac- 
knowledged leader of the movement 
against the government, and by his 
energy and perseverance in raising and 
equipping troops, and securing as- 
sistance from the outside, has kept 
the revolution going for some years. 

The movements of Gen. Uribe-Uribe 
have taken him into various rtions 
of the interior of Colombia, his early 
operations being in the State of Jolima. 
later in the State of Santander, and 
finally in the State of Magdalena. In 
the State of Santander at the d of 
an army of over 10,000 men, he se- 
riously menaced the capital, Bogota, 
until was defeated by a superior 
government force on May 26, 1960, when 
the casualties bered about 5000 men 
in all.

RAGGA MEETS DEATH 
FOR COMPANION'S SAKE. 


TWO ITALIANS SUCCUMB IN A 
HUGE WINE CASK. 
Carbonic Acid Gas Overcomes Giovanni 
Ucebbio—Giovanni Bragga Goes to 


His Rescue, Only to Himself Sink). 


 Insensible. 


In a futile effort to save Giovanni 
Ucebbio.from death by suffocation yes. 
terday, Giovanni Bragga gave up his 
own life. The tragedy was enacted at 
the old Sormano winery, now the prop- 
erty of the California Star Vinegar 
Company, No. 547 Macy strect, and al- 
though everything was done to save 
both men, they were dead before as- 
sistance reached them. Braga died 
as much the death of a hero #8 any Man 
ever died. He saw his fellow-workman 
overcome by gas, which had collected 
in a huge wine vat; he knew the deadly 
nature of the gas; he knew that he took 
his life in his hand when he entered the 
vat; but thout hesitating, he tied a 
rope about his body, went into the huge 
cask, and was in the act of tying the 


life rope to his friend's body when ne 


himself was overcome, dropped across 
the body of his friend, and died before 
he could be rescued, 

The large 8000-gallon wine vat had 
been empty for weeks, but it wag cov- 
ered, and the evaporation of the wine 
which had been soaked up by the wood 
gave off carbonic acid gas, which be- 
came so dense in the cask that it was 
known to be dangerous to enter. A 
day or two ago orders had been given 
to pump the vat full of wine, and yes- 
terday morning Ucebbio entered for 
the purpose of inspecting it to find pos- 
sible leaks. He knew that it was & 
dangerous task, for he was an old wine 
maker, and he told Bragga of what he 


intended to do. Bragga warned him to 

careful, but thinking he would 
take care of himself, went 
about his work. Ucebbio ed the 
manhole and entered the c A mo- 


ment later he was heard to cry for as- 
sistance and Bragga ran to his aid. He 
saw the unconscious form of his fellow- 
workman lyi on the bottom of the 
cask, and without a moment's hesita- 
tian he called for a rope. This he tied 
about his own body, and asked other 
workmen to lower him into the dark 
tank. He was 

the attempt, but he 
would not stand idly by and see his 
friend suffocate if there was any chance 
of saving him. * 

Several men held the rope, and low- 
ered Braegga into the cask, and as soon 
as he reached the bottom he tried to 
lift the other man, but could not do £0. 
Then he was seen to untie the rope 
pass it under the body of his friend, his 
intention being to have Ucebbio pulled 
out while he himself braved the danger 
of the deadly gas long enough for 
W de returned to him. 

lle he was in a stooping position, 
he gave a slight cry, hie hold on the 
rope relaxed, and he fell unconscious 
upon the body of his friend. 

The other workmen were panic 
stricken, and ran from place to place. 
none of them knowing what to do to 
save the two men. Physiciang were 
sent for and the police notified. After 


ba few minutes some person attacked toe 


sides of the tank with an ax, and soon 
cut a hole through thick wooden 
sides. Then one o the workmen 
crawled in through the opening, and 
tried to drag out one of the unconscious 
men, but he was overcome, and could 
barely crawl out again. Another tried 
it, with more success and brought with 
him the body of Bragga. A few min- 
utes later the body of Ucebbio was also 


rescued. 

Meantime Drs. Stoner dnd Nadeau 
had arrived, and artificial n 
Was resorted to in the hope of saving 
the men. They had been in the gas 
twenty minutes or more, and were dead 
before they were taken out. For an 
hour willing hands worked on them, but 
to no purpose. Dr. Stoner stated last 
night that had they been taken after 
having been in the cask five minutes 
there would have been some hope for 
them. The bedies were taken to Gar- 
rett’s morgue, where an inquest will be 
held probably today. 

But little is known of the victims of 
the tragedy. Both were about 35 years 
of age, and both were natives of Italy. 
They had worked at the wine-making 
business for years. Neither was mar- 
ried, so far as known. Both had reia- 
tives in Italy, who will be notified by
